CHAPTER XXXVI - ODD-BALL Dxer recalls ODD-BALL Stations 

“ss Many of the younger DXers have at least heard about W8xX0- 
700, Cincinnati. This was the call used by WLW between midnight and sun- 
rise in the mid-30's when they transmitted with 500,000 watts experiment- 
ally AN. Later on, WLW used 500kw regularly ‘round the clock, but they 
had to give it up due to numerous complaints, largely from CFRB, then on 
690, of interference. Another "numbered" station was W3XDD. This was 
technically not "a" station, but calls used to test new transmitters be- 
ing built by the Bell Tel Labs in Whippany, NJ. They'd conduct tests 
much like new BCB stations do themselves, but at the site where it was 
built, rather than on the site to be used by the new station. They had 
three frequencies permitted by the FCC. The mly one I recall definitely 
is 900, for that is the frequency of my verification of this unusual sta- 
tion. There were other "numbered" stations too, some have been mentioned 
here before, like the experimental stations W2XR, New York, WIXBY, Water- 
bury, CT; W6XAI, Pasadena, CA; and WOXBY, Kansas City, MO. Then, there 
was KE@XXS-1240, actually WGBB, Freeport, NY, using these experimental 
calls while they tested (on Rs} single -sideband transmission.
